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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner deems the polyethylene 
disclosed in Webster 722 inherently contains at least some elastomer properties since it is flexible and will flex 50% in each direction 
and return to the horizontal position (column 3 t lines 43-60). The examiner has include a copy of page 421 of Webster's Dictionary which 
contains definitions for elastic, elasticity and elastomer. It is noted that it is the property of returning to its original state ofter deformation 
This is what Webster 722 discloses in the recited column above (i.e. that it is flexes back to its horizontal position after deformation) The 
examiner has also cited the Patent to Jesnig (2620938) which further explains the elastomeric properties of polyethylene at column 3, 
lines 37-46. The applicant argues that the prior art fails to teach the elastomers as on pages 21-24 of the'specification, however, this is 
not commensurate in scope with the claims since no distinguishing specific elastomers have been recited. 
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
